The criminal cases in the remaining six taluks and in the Bellary 
town are heard by Stationary Sub-^Iagistrates and the Sub-

at Yemmiganur in Adoni exercising second-class powers within 
his jurisdiction. The four Divisional Magistrates and the 
Bistrict Magistrate have the usual first-class powers.
